Irvine Police Chief Brad 
Smith said the police 
department has not had a 
lot of law enforcement calls, 
but they have assisted some 
people stuck in ditches and 
have provided some courtesy 
rides. 

Salt trucks and snow plows 
have been getting a work out, 
after being mostly idle this 
winter. 

More snow showers 
were predicted for Tuesday

Concerned citizens host public meeting about fracking

On a frigid Thursday night, sparks 
flew during a meeting hosted by 
the Irvine-Ravenna Kiwanis Club 
to inform the community about 
fracking. 

Approximately 150 gathered at 
the fair barn to learn more about 
deep drilling and its effect on 
communities. 

Citizens became concerned after 
“land men” began circulating in 
Madison, Estill and other counties, 
visiting with landowners and trying 
to buy mineral rights. 

Xyara Asplen, a former resident 
of Estill County now living on 


the Madison County side of the 
Red Lick Valley, spoke first at the 
meeting. She and her father, Fred 
Asplen, were approached about 
leasing their oil and mineral rights 
earlier in the winter. She said they 
heard the representative of the land 
company out, declined his offer, 
and did some research of their own. 

Asplen found that the leases 
allow for “unconventional” drilling 
practices, such as hydraulic 
fracturing, which is very different 
from the straight vertical drilling 
which has been done in Kentucky 
for decades. 

Asplens copy of a lease stated that 
12.5 percent royalties would be paid 


to the landowner from any profit 
the company makes. However, 
that figure is misleading because 
companies can deduct their costs 
before they make any payout, she 
said. 

Asplen pointed out that while 
drilling operations can bring in tax 
revenue, they can also create a huge 
tax burden on the community as 
trucks and other heavy equipment 
cause heavy damage to the roads. 

Jim Scheff from Kentucky 
Heartwood in Berea presented a 
slideshow of pictures and video 
of fracking operations in Wetzel 
County, West Virginia. The 
documentation was provided by 


Bill Hughes, who lives there. 

Scheff emphasized that the leases 
offered to local landowners are not 
drafted with the best interests of the 
landowners in mind, and in fact are 
“extremely bad for the landowner... 
because their goal (the companies) 
is to make as much money as 
possible.” 

Scheff also said that deep hydraulic 
fracturing would be necessary to tap 
into the Rogersville Shale beneath 
Estill and surrounding counties. 

“This is not what has happened 
here before,” he said. 

He described fracking well sites, or

Continued from A1 the leases circulated in the Red 

Lick area would allow drilling 
companies to set up pads within 200 feet of a residence. 

Sites typically require 200 to 300 dump trucks of gravel 
be hauled in to cover them. The average site also requires 
about 5 million gallons of water, half of which become 
polluted with toxins during the drilling process. 

Scheff said studies show that 20 percent of well casings 
fail in the first five years. 

Twelve to 18 frac pumps operate on a drill site 
simultaneously, for weeks and months at a time and are 
very noisy. 

There are very few regulations for the building of 
pipelines to move the gas, Scheff explained, adding that 
road and traffic problems are also of great concern, because 
fracking operations create a “massive increase” in traffic 
and resulting road damages. 

“Its not true to say we don’t have proof [of the risks],” 
Scheff said, noting that in the past year and a half more 
studies have been done about fracking than in all the years 
before. 

The Executive Director of the Kentucky Oil and Gas 
Association, Andrew McNeil, sat through the presentation 
then asked to speak. 

He said he was not invited to the meeting. 

However, the event was announced as a public meeting 


in two local papers, a local magazine and on several social 
media sites. 

McNeil referred to the photos and personal testimonies 
of people living near fracking sites in West Virgina as “scare 
tactics” and “searching for boogey-men.” 

He said the oil and gas industry creates thousands of 
good-paying jobs as well as tax revenue in Kentucky. He did 
not specify how the differences between nitrogen fracking 
and deep hydraulic fracking factor into that equation. 

McNeil then faced some tough questions from the crowd. 

Barbara Napier, owner of Snug Hollow Inn Bed and 
Breakfast in the Red Lick Valley, wondered where drilling 
operations would find skilled help such as electricians. 

“Eve been trying to get one up to my place for a month,” 
she said. 

“I already have a good business,” Napier continued. “This 
will ruin my business.” 

Snug Hollow draws guests from all over the country and 
around the world. 

Kathy Rivel emphatically stated that she did not want 
fracking to happen here. 

“Not in my back yard,” she said. 

The day following the meeting, television station LEX 18 
aired an investigative report about two companies known 
to be circulating leases in Madison and Estill Counties. 

One of them, Bluegrass Exploration, was incorporated in 
Louisa, Kentucky in November of 2014. Three men named 
on the incorporation documents work for a company 


called Terra Resources from Oklahoma. 

LEX 18 obtained a letter written on Terra Resources 
letterhead that referred to “my client, Chesapeake 
Appalachia.” 

Chesapeake Appalachia has recently been fined $10 
million in fines and penalties for illegal dumping on 27 
drilling sites in West Virginia. 

The news report also said no record of business could 
be found for Lexington Energy LLC in either Kentucky or 
Utah, although the company claimed to be incorporated 
in Utah.

KSP Offers Winter Driving Tips 


(FRANKFORT, Ky.)- Kentuckians are 
being dealt a wintery weather blast and 
KSP is asking motorists to be aware that 
weather conditions may change rapidly. 

“Winter weather provides new challenges 
and responsibilities to the public and the 
Kentucky State Police,” says KSP spokesman 
Sgt. Michael Webb. 

“We ask drivers to be prepared to meet the 
challenges of the upcoming winter driving 
season. Plan ahead, be sure everyone in 
the vehicle is properly restrained, drive 
defensively and ensure their vehicle is 
properly maintained to handle the effects 
of cold temperatures.” 

KSP reports that slippery roads were the 
contributing factor in 26,427 crashes in 
2014. 

Here are a few simple steps to help keep 
you on the road and less stressed: 

Avoid travel unless necessary when 
winter weather is in your area. 

Slow down. 

Always wear your seat belt. 

Driving Considerations 

Leave early - allow more travel time; 
expect delays. 

Increase distance between vehicles - it 
takes significantly longer to stop on snow 
covered or icy roadways. 

Clear all windows on your vehicle prior 
to travel - having unobstructed vision is 
vital to avoid running off of the road or 
having a collision. 

Turn on your vehicle’s headlamps. 
Remove any dirt, mud or snow. 

Use caution on bridges and overpasses 
as they are susceptible to freezing before 


roadways. 

Avoid using cruise control - cruise can 
cause the vehicle’s wheels to continue 
turning on a slippery surface when speed 
needs to be decreased. 

Be Prepared 

Ensure your vehicle has a full tank of 
gas in the event you are stranded for an 
extended period of time. 

Charge your cellular phone prior to 
departure. 

Take a blanket. 

Notify a family member or a friend of 
your travel plans prior to departure - if 
your travel is interrupted, someone will 
know. 

Collision Information 

Be patient - bad weather also limits the 
capabilities of law enforcement officers and 
emergency crews and increases response 
time. Also, keep in mind that they will be 
experiencing a high volume of requests for 
service. 

Attempt to move your vehicle out of the 
roadway if you are involved in a minor, 
non-injury traffic collision; especially if 
you are in a dangerous area such as a curve 
or a blind hill. 

If your vehicle is stranded or wrecked but 
not in the roadway, attempts to recover your 
vehicle will have to wait until conditions 
improve for safety considerations. 

KSP is requesting travelers to observe for 
potentially stranded motorists. If you see 
or suspect that someone is stranded, please 
call 911 or contact the Kentucky State

Now that 
the elections 
have come 
and gone it 
is time to 
really look 
at the big 
picture and 
see what the 
results mean 
for our community. There is one issue 
we face that is critical not only to Estill 
County, but also to some extent, the entire 
region. That is the impact of the Affordable 
Care Act (Obamacare) and the push by 
some parts of the federal government to 
eliminate the critical access designation for 
hospitals. Marcum and Wallace Memorial 
Hospital was designated a critical access 
hospital in 2001 and has maintained that 
designation since that time. 

A critical access designation is a Medicare 
term that means a hospital meets certain 
criteria and is treated differently than acute 
care hospitals in terms of reimbursement 
for the medical services it provides. The 
critical access hospital program was 
designed to ensure that patients living in 
rural communities have access to health 
care in the communities in which they 
live. To be a critical access hospital under 
Medicares rules, with certain exceptions, 
the hospital must have less than 25 
inpatient beds; maintain an average length 
of stay of no more than 96 hours for acute 
inpatient care, offer a 24-hour, 7 day a week 
emergency department and be located in 
a rural area that is at least a 35 mile drive 
away from any other hospital or critical 
access hospital. Marcum and Wallace was 
designated a critical access hospital due to 
being a necessary provider, meaning some 


of these rules are not applicable to it. For 
more specific details about the Critical 
Access Hospital designation please visit:

How does being a critical access 
hospital effect a hospitals Medicare 
reimbursement? It means that the hospital 
is reimbursed for Medicare paid services 
on a “cost basis” instead of the standard 
fixed reimbursement rates. This makes it 
financially possible for many rural hospitals 
to remain open and provide medical 
services to the communities which they 
serve. If not for cost based reimbursement, 
the hospital would actually lose money on 
most Medicare paid services they provide 
because the reimbursement is not sufficient 
to cover even the hospitals cost. However, 
for hospitals in larger communities they 
can cover these “Medicare losses” by the 
profit margin they make on other types 
of services they provide such as specialty 
clinics or advanced surgeries. These types 
of profit making services simply are not 
available to most rural hospitals given their 
financial realities and geographic locations. 
Medicare recognized this financial 
reality when instituting the critical access 
designation and it has proven successful in 
keeping many rural hospitals open. 

What does this mean to you and the 
community? Simply put— removal of 
the critical access designation given to 
Marcum and Wallace Hospital would 
almost certainly mean the eventual closure 
of the hospital. Although I was not involved 
with the hospital prior to its critical access 
designation I have been told stories by 
previous board members about the severe 
financial strain the hospital endured prior 
to its critical access designation. There is 


an even more practical issue to consider. 
Not only does Marcum and Wallace 
provide excellent care to Estill County and 
surrounding counties, it is also a significant 
driver of the economy in our community 
and its importance in this regard cannot 
be overstated. This is likely true of every 
community that has a critical access 
hospital. Marcum and Wallace employs 
over 200 employees and contracts with 
numerous businesses in the community. 
Consider these numbers: 1) over $75,000 
annually in occupational taxes to Estill 
County, 2) almost three million dollars in 
annual purchases from local companies 
and utility services, 3) over eight hundred 
thousand dollars in state and local taxes. 
The hospital employees then spend over 
2.5 million dollars in local purchases 
for everything from retail purchases 
to home buying. This ripple effect is a 
significant consideration when looking 
at the local economic impact that critical 
access hospitals have on a community.

Our analysis needs to go beyond the black 
and white financial numbers. What are the 
“off the book” considerations? First, if we 
are serious about recruiting, and retaining, 
businesses in our community we need to 
understand that businesses look to the type 
of medical care that is available. The lack 
of a vibrant local hospital would be a sure 
impediment to any business considering 
Estill County as a home. Second, Marcum 
and Wallace provides first rate medical care 
to both Estill and surrounding counties. 
Annually, more than 800 patients are treated 
for inpatient care, over 14,000 patients are 
seen in the emergency room and more 
than 40,000 patients are seen in the out¬ 


patient clinics. Additionally, Marcum 
and Wallace received its level 4 trauma 
certification and become the first hospital 
in the state to receive this designation. This 
was instrumental in Marcum and Wallace 
receiving the funding to relocate the 
helipad to the Hospitals campus which has 
allowed a much more efficient delivery of 
treatment and emergency services. Finally, 
Marcum and Wallace provides over six 
hundred thousand dollars annually in 
charity care to patients. 

What can you do to ensure Marcum and 
Wallace remains a critical access hospital? 
The answer is simple-be an advocate for 
the hospital and its mission to provide 
excellent medical care that covers everyone 
including those needing charitable care. 
Make Marcum and Wallace your first 
choice for health care whether it is a clinic 
visit, labs or medical screenings. This 
advocacy can also include calls and letters 
of support to your Congressmen. Let them 
know that you value Marcum and Wallace 
and its contribution to the community. 
Most importantly, let them know that 
you want them to advocate for the critical 
access program and to maintain the current 
program despite changes in healthcare.

These are not your grand-daddy’s oil wells

When I was a kid growing up in 
the sixties and seventies, the sound 
of the steady clack-et-y-clack of 
a couple of oil wells operating up 
the holler from us provided an 
intermittent sound track to our 
days. 

We lived beside a narrow little 
graveled road. The oil men mostly 
drove pickup trucks to the well 
sites, maybe an occasional old 
three-quarter ton truck, and they 
seemed to be on good terms with 
my family, who received a small 
royalty payment on occasion. 

Nothing about those drilling 
practices seemed very remarkable 
to me, as far as noise or disturbance 

go- 

Looking back, I realize there 
probably were small amounts of 
pollution in the creek near the 
wells from time to time, because 
I remember noticing the rainbow 
shimmer of oil on the surface of a 
puddle a time or two. As far as I 
know though, there was little lasting 
harm done. 

Eventually the wells were 
depleted, or maybe the price of 
foreign oil bottomed out, but the 
companies pulled out, leaving 
pipes, tanks and junk lying around 
to rust into the ground. Some of it 
is still there. 

In the seventies, when oil prices 
went through the roof, there was a 
renewed interest in drilling in this 
county and surrounding ones. 

Some larger drilling rigs were 
brought in and set up. Wells in Estill 
County again produced and are 
producing even now. The wells are 


if they find anything, they will pay 
12.5 percent royalties. 

They talk about creating jobs and 
making people money, but they 
conveniently leave out the dirty 
details of the business. 

The leases are full of complicated 
legal language, and the unwary 
landowner might trust the nice guy 
from the land company to do him 
right. 

A landowner might look forward 
to getting enough out of his lease 
to pay his property taxes, and you 
certainly cant fault him for that. 

When word gets out that some 
have signed, ripples of alarm begin 
to spread among some of the 
neighbors. 

Concerned citizens quickly band 
together to inform their neighbors 
that there can be a negative side to 
any potential new oil boom. 

They do research and learn what 
fracking has done in other parts 
of the country. They call public 
meetings. They pass out pamphlets. 

Not only do they learn of the 
abundance of natural gas in the 
United States, but they learn that 
“the industry” can choose from a 
list of 600 chemicals (or more) to 
inject into the drill sites, and they 
don’t have to report what they use. 

Citizens also learn of the risks, 
the frequent accidents, and the 
unscrupulous business side of the 
industry. 

Some concerned citizens create 
an organization called Frack Free 
Foothills. They show pictures and 
share stories of people in West 
Virginia who have had negative 
experiences with fracking in their 
own back yards. 

Their goal is to tell

land men who come 
calling in rural 
neighborhoods.

The director asks 
to speak. He says 
he wants to tell “the 
other side” of the 


relatively small and, as far as I know, 
don’t cause a lot of disturbance to 
the land or the people living around 
them. 

These wells are straight vertical 
ones, and, as I understand it, some 
use a process requiring a modest 
amount of water with the addition 
of nitrogen to help break up pockets 
of natural gas and oil beneath the 
earth. 

Some call this process fracking, 
or nitrogen fracking. 

But there is a newer type of 
fracking, or hydraulic fracturing, 
which is much more invasive and 
dangerous. 

After drilling, as deep as two 
miles, a horizontal drill is also done, 
(as far as a mile or two out), steel 
and concrete casements are placed, 
then copious amounts of water 
mixed with sand and undisclosed 
kinds and amounts of chemicals 
are forcefully injected into targeted 
layers of shale. 

There are companies that want to 
try that process here to get at the 
Rogersville shale that lies two miles 
below some of this area. 

Apparently, they caught wind 
of a study done by the Kentucky 
Geological Survey about a dozen 
years ago that revealed there is a 
large area of shale beneath parts of 
central Kentucky. 

For the past few years, particularly 
the last three or four months, so- 
called “land companies” have been 
in the area, knocking on doors and 
scoping out old mineral leases in 
local courthouses. 

They say they just want to do 
some exploratory drilling, and they 
offer a few dollars an acre. They say

Advocacy includes using 
your time, energy, and 
resources to inform your 
friends, neighbors and 
surrounding community 


about the issue. Advocacy 
is about standing up for 
what you believe and 
acting on that belief for 
the greater good of the 
community. 

Be informed - there are 
many reputable websites 
that will tell you more than 
you ever wanted to know 
about hydraulic fracturing- 
-just Google fracking or 
fracking in Kentucky. 

Let your elected 
representatives know your 
position on this important 
issue and join with other 
like-minded individuals in 
your community. 

As your situation 
allows, use your resources 
to educate your family, 
friends, and neighbors.

fracking story, but it sounds just 
like the story presented by the land 
men. 

He dismisses the stories of 
ordinary citizens who shared their 
negative experiences, calling them 
“scare tactics.” 

Apparently, the fact that a drill 
site in West Virginia burned for ten 
days while first responders had no 
clue what kind of chemicals they 
were dealing with, the massive 
heavy traffic on narrow country 
roads, the air pollution, and the 
water pollution are all trivial 
concerns to the oil and gas industry 
in Kentucky. 

If fact, McNeill calls these issues 
“inconveniences,” and suggests 
they are small prices to pay for “the 
rewards.” 

When brought to task about the 
terms of the leases, McNeill calls 
them “negotiable.” 

But I wonder if the nice men from 
the land companies made that clear 
to the landowners when they came 
calling. 

McNeil seems a little taken aback 
that his condescending attitude 
draws the ire of a group of people 
anxious to protect their homelands, 
many of whose families have lived 
in these valleys for generations. 

When someone in the audience 
asks the director if he’d recommend 
his family lease their land, he does 
a lot of “hemming and hawing 
around” before he answers. 

He finally chokes out that he 
would— if a long list of conditions 
were met. He doesn’t sound very 
convincing. 

What people do with their private 
property is their business—up to a 
point. 

But when a choice threatens not 
only our water and air, but our way 
of life, it should matter to all of us. 
We should all have a say. We should 
not be sweet-talked or exploited by 
outside interests-again-as Kentucky 
and West Virginia historically have 
been time and time again. 

It seems to me that our area 
should be a prosperous one 
considering the amount of natural 
resources that have been carted out 
of this region over the course of the 
last century. 

However, quite the opposite is 
true. Some of the poorest counties 
in the country are right here in our 
back door. 

We should ask ourselves why. 

We need to be smart about this. 

We need to tell those land 
companies that we know they aren’t 
talking about Grand-daddy’s kind 
of oil well. 


They work for 
you.

They will be 
supervised by at least two 
people while they are there. 
There will be periodic 
checks by police officers. 
These are not permanent 
living quarters. The Holy 
Bible tells us in the twenty- 
fifth chapter of Matthew 
what will happen to those 
who refuse to help these 
less fortunate people. I have 
included the scripture in 
this letter so that everyone 


can see what Jesus himself 
said about it. 

Matthew 25 

41 “Then he will say to 
those on his left , ‘Depart 
from me, you who are 
cursed, into the eternal fire 
prepared for the devil and 
his angels. 42 For I was 
hungry and you gave me 
nothing to eat, I was thirsty 
and you gave me nothing to 
drink, 43 I was a stranger 
and you did not invite me 
in, I needed clothes and you 
did not clothe me, I was sick 
and in prison and you did 
not look after me!

Remembrances of a brother

We never know what a day 
will bring. On January 30, we 
welcomed a new baby to our 
family Many miles away my 
brother Marion was fighting to 
live. 

On February 10, he lost his 
battle. God gives and God takes. 
This is not a news story; this is the 
story of life. 

Marion held my hand when 
he walked with me to town. He 
held my hand when he was asked 
to take me outside so that Santa 
could surprise me. Till the day 
that I die, I will always believe 
that we heard the tinkle of bells 
and the swoosh of the sleigh as 
Santa flew away. 

He was holding my hand, 
when we learned that our brother 
Earl had been shot in a hunting 
accident. He held my hand when 
he told me he was leaving to go 
away to war. While he was gone, 
he held my heart. 

He gave me a gold locket to 
wear, so that I could know that 
he was thinking of me. When 
he came home from the war he 
found the love of his life, Delores. 
They had four sweet and beautiful 
daughters. He has left this earth 
to join our other departed family 
members. He left behind his wife 
and daughters who gave his life 
true meaning. Our loss is Heavens 
gain and I believe that some day 

he will hold my hand again.

The Japanese sneak attack 
on Pearl Harbor in the Hawaii 
Islands on December 7, 1941, 
changed my life and my family’s 
life forever. As always, my 
brother, Marion was one step 
ahead of us. He could see what 
was in the foreseeable future and 
on December 4, he, Richard Hood 
and Ralph Riddell hitchhiked to 
Lexington to join the Navy. They 
were all rejected. The navy only 
wanted High School graduates 
at this time. They sent the three 
adventurous boys next door to 
the Marine recruiting office. 
They had no idea what a Marine 


did. The recruiting officer gave 
the three excited young boys, “the 
first to fight story,” and before 
they knew what was happening 
they were taking a written test 
and then a physical. Marion 
was accepted but he had to have 
Daddy’s approval. He did not say 
anything to Daddy about his trip 
to Lexington at that time. On 
December 8, the president signed 
the Declaration of war on Japan 
and the Axis. On December 10, 
Marion got a telegram from the 
Marines to meet with them. When 
he returned home he begged for 
Daddy to sign for him and Daddy 
gave in. On December 29, Marion 
hitchhiked to Lexington and then 
by a marine truck to Louisville, 
Kentucky, where he began his 
new life as a United States Marine. 
On December 31, he arrived at 
Port Royal, South Carolina. A 
marine bus picked up Marion 
and his fellow marines and they 
were taken to Parris Island, South 
Carolina. On January 1, training 
started at 6:00. On April 30,1942, 
they were moved to a swampy 
island. It looked like a jungle and 
it was infested with mosquitoes, 
flies, leaches and of course five 
and six foot long rattlesnakes. 
The terrain here was to familiarize 
them with what to expect in the 
South Pacific. Weekends were 
time-off. They were just a bunch 
of mischievous teenagers, so they 
decided to hunt and kill snakes. 
The cooks 

heard about the snake hunts and 
offered to cook them for the boys 
for late night snacks. On May 27, 
Marion celebrated his eighteenth 
birthday on this snake-infested 
island with his new friends. 

On May 28, they were told to 
get packed and be ready to leave 
the next morning. Marion asked 
his NCO if the island had a name 
because he sure did not want to 
ever come back. The NCO said 
no one was ever sent back again 
and that he would probably never 
hear the name again. It was Hilton 
Head, South Carolina; today it is 
one of the most exclusive vacation 
islands in the United States. 
After more intense training they 
shipped out of Norkolk, Virginia 
on July 6 with three destroyers 
and three patrol boats headed 
for the Panama Canal and then 
on to Bora Bora and then to New 
Zealand. 

On August 21, they left camp to 
hopefully join the other marines 
to be landed on Guadalcanal, they 


could hardly wait to get there. 

Finally on September 2, they 
left New Caledonia, with seven 
transports and two destroyers 
in the convoy. On September 5, 
they arrived in the Tonga Islands, 
then on to New Hebrides, back to 
New Caledonia, then to Funafuti. 
After working for 27 hours 
putting containers on cargo nets 
without sleep they went back to 
sea and had two days to rest and 
sleep. 

On October 28, word came 
and they were finally landing on 
Guadalcanal. On November 2, 
they landed near “Red” beach 
in the rain while an air raid was 
going on. They dug in to sleep in 
a coconut grove. It rained all the 
next day and it was hot and humid 
just like Hilton Head. There were 
daily bombings, air raids, constant 
rains and more air raids. There 
were daily dog-fights between 
Zeros and Wildcats. Every time 
they got a chance, they washed 
themselves and their clothes in the 
river. They were now only getting 
one meal a day and one gallon of 
water per person. Rations were in 
short supply. 

In November, 1942, all clothes 
were in need of replacing but 
no replacements were in sight. 
“Washing Machine Charlie” flew 
over every night. His engine has 
an unsynchronized humming 
sound. His primary function 
is to keep all awake. Casualties 
were mounting with “jungle rot” 
from wet socks and shoes. There 
were many with dysentery, cuts, 
bruises, sprains, wounds and 
malaria. 

Finally, tents arrived. All were 
put up before dark. These tents are 
welcome after weeks in foxholes. 
In December, the chaplain came 
up to talk to the marines to see if 
they had any problems. 

Now how could any one have a 
problem in this tropical paradise? 
Bombing continued every night. 
Some of the men just could not 
take it any longer and medics had 
to take them away. 

On December 18, 1942, Marion 
has come down with malaria 
and sent to hospital but finally 
released on December 23 and 
told to go back to camp. He found 
a stray horse and rode it back to 
camp. Turkey dinners arrived on 
Christmas day from off-shore- 
ships. Marion could not keep his 
down, but saved the hard candy. 
Every day it rained, and every day 
there were air raids. Marion got 


a little yellow pill, Atabrine, and 
told to go back on guard duty. 
Most food was inedible without 
the “red lead” (ketchup). 

January 3,1943, the worn and 
worn clothing was finally turned 
in for replacements. Things might 
be getting better. During air 
raids while men were running 
for foxholes, Marion and a friend 
visited the army storage trucks, 
often to borrow or requisition 
food. Peaches and fruit cocktail 
were a luxury and shared with 
other crew members, the source 
not revealed. 

California figs were terrible so 
they took them to supply trucks 
to exchange for something better. 
At times they had canned ham for 
dinner, definitely a change for the 
better. It is February 19, 1943, 
and part of the marines left the 
island today. February 28, they 
had a pay call, first in six months. 
Always the entrepreneur, Marion 
had a very lucrative souvenir 
business and went out to meet 
all ships with Jap flags and 
weapons. It was a good income. 
The only recreation was reading 
old newspapers that were passed 
around and playing cards and 
talking about home. March 19, 
1943, “Radio Tokyo” comes on 
every night and tells all that the 
Imperial Navy has undisputed 
control of the Pacific. They play 
sad music and read letters from 
captured Aussies trying to make 
them homesick. It is so comical, 
that it cheers them up instead. 
Marion is still on Quinine and 
corpsman said that malaria hangs 
on for years. March 28, Marion 
cannot get out of bed, bad malaria 
attack again, high fever, vomiting 
and pain and also dengue fever. 
After being moved to another 
location, he is so weak he cannot 
go up and down stairs and has to 
rest and sleep 16 hours a day. On 
May 9, Marion was moved to a 
hospital ship, where most all the 
marines had malaria. On 

May 27, the nurse brought 
Marion a cup cake, chocolate 
milk and sang Happy 

Birthday. On June 22, Marion 
was taken to New Zealand 
for further treatment. While 
in New Zealand, Marion and 
other marines were the center of 
attention and continually thanked 
for all that they had done. On 
July 25, he boarded a ship for 
home and docked in San Diego 
on August 5, 1943. 

August 14 was payday. Private 


pay had been raised to $50 a 
month. On August 17, Marion 
arrived home and was treated like 
a hero. The paper interviewed 
him and he answered questions 
about his many campaign ribbons 
and uniform. Marion was the 
first to be returning from overseas 
duty. 

Marion joined and helped to 
sell war bonds on the truck parked 
in front of the courthouse. On 
September 26,1943 he was sent to 
Memphis, Tennessee and assigned 
to Marine Aviation Detachment 
for Guard duty. On December 17 
he became a “horse” Marine for 
four months. In April of 1944, he 
was transferred to Great Lakes, 
Naval Training Center in Illinois; 
while there he studied and got 
his high school credits before 
finishing his enlistment. 

On August 14, 1945, Marion 
was home when the victory was 
announced and the war was over. 
After an honorable discharge life, 
was too quiet for him so he re¬ 
enlisted and went to China where 
he was promoted to Corporal 
and stayed till 1946. He returned 
to Great Lakes and was again 
honorably discharged. 

On June 15, 1948 he married 
the love of his life, Delores June 
Huddleston and over the years 
they became the parents of four 
beautiful daughters. 

Marion began his career at Blue 
Grass Ordinance Depot. He was 
recognized for his special talent 
of diplomacy, and the Air Force 
grabbed him and sent him to 
many schools. He was sent to 
numerous “hot spots” to work 
out tough problems. All his work 
was top secret and even today he 
would not be able to talk about a 
lot of it. He moved up at a rapid 
pace and finally retired at the 
civilian grade of a Lieutenant 
Colonel. He continued to work 
for the government until he retired 
several years ago. On two different 
occasions the government invited 
him to come back, but he refused. 
One assignment would have been 
in Russia, but Marion said he 
had enough and instead retired 
in Florida for twenty three years. 
They finally moved to St.Charles, 
Missouri to be closer to their girls. 

On February 10, 2015 Marion 
fought his last battle and moved 
on to his Heavenly home. He may 
be gone from our sight but he will 
live forever in our hearts.

Mr. Ashcraft was born 
May 27, 1924 in Irvine, 
Kentucky, dear son of 
Ezart Francis Ashcraft, a 
prominent local attorney 
and Cloria Mae Branden¬ 
burg Ashcraft. His sev¬ 
enth great-grandfather, 
Capt. John Ashcraft, came 
from England to Virginia 
in 1635. 

Mr. Ashcraft graduated 
from Irvine High School 
in 1941. He enlisted in 
the United States Marine 
Corps on December 6, 
1941, and became the first 
Marine from Estill Coun¬ 
ty. After initial training 
he was assigned to an artillery unit in the First Marine 
Division. Private Ashcraft fought for his country in the 
Battle of Guadalcanal, being in the first offensive and go¬ 
ing ashore in the first wave. His unit received their first 
artillery piece on the beach there and learned to fire it 
during actual combat. On Guadalcanal he contracted 
both malaria and dengue fever, common afflictions in 
that dreadful jungle which claimed many of his fellow 
Marines. After a lengthy convalescence he returned to 
duty and was serving in China at war’s end. 

As a part of the “Greatest Generation” Mr. Ashcraft 
returned home to Kentucky and helped build our coun¬ 
try. He married the prettiest girl in Estill County, Delores 
June Huddleston, and together they raised four daugh¬ 
ters. He went to work in the late 1940s as a Civil Servant 
in the United States Army as a munitions specialist. The 
Army loaned him to the United States Air Force and he 
served with them for the remainder of his career. That 
career took he and his family from Kentucky to Califor¬ 
nia, France, Utah and Illinois. He developed and wrote 
the Air Force doctrine for the storage and transportation 
of weapons and hazardous material including nuclear 
weapons. 

Upon retirement in 1979 he and Delores settled in Palm 
Harbor, Florida and established themselves as active 
members in their community. In 2003 they moved to 
Saint Charles, Missouri to be closer to family. 

Mr. Ashcraft is survived by Delores, his beloved wife of 
64 years; and four daughters, Deborah Clarkson of Va¬ 
lencia, California, Teresa Vernon of Maryland Heights, 
Missouri, Frances Richardson of Memphis, Tennessee, 
and Karen Hoffmann of Aurora, Illinois. He is also sur¬ 
vived by his brother, attorney Earl Franklin Ashcraft, a 
former judge in Estill County, as well as his sister Beverly 
Jean Thompson, a former mayor of Ravenna, Kentucky. 
He has six grandchildren and four great-grand children. 

Mr. Ashcraft was a lifetime member of the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, VFW.

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Kentucky Afield Outdoors: 

Five ways to save money for spring fishing, turkey hunting 


This is the fourth of a series of articles 
detailing essential outdoor skills to learn 
before the warm winds of spring arrive in 
Kentucky. 

FRANKFORT, Ky. - Although the price 
of a gallon of gas is lower than at any time 
in recent memory, not many folks have 
extra money to burn. 

This is especially true for non-essential 
things such as fishing reels, shotguns, 
hunting clothing or fishing waders. Adult 
commitments such as your mortgage must 
be paid before any money goes toward 
a new spinning reel. Obtaining quality 
hunting and fishing gear inexpensively is 
a useful skill for outdoors enthusiasts to 
learn. 

Here are five ways to save money on gear 
for the upcoming spring fishing and turkey 
hunting seasons. 

1. Hit the clearance sales to upgrade 
fishing equipment: February is the best 
month to buy new fishing equipment, 
especially if you want to upgrade to a 
higher quality rod, reel or finally retire the 
shop worn waders you’ve patched 10 times. 

Manufacturers debut their new models 
at this time of year. The large catalog 
outfitters and the sporting goods section 
of department stores often offer significant 
discounts on older models of rods and reels 
to clear space for the new. This is especially 
true with fishing reels. 

These discounted reels or rods are still 
new and were the cutting edge a year or two 
ago. Model changes are often cosmetic and 
the performance afield is exactly the same 
from older model to new. 

If you are still wading with hot, sticky and 
leaky neoprene or coated canvas waders, 
February is the time to upgrade to breathable 
waders. New fishing catalogs from 


outfitters are now arriving in mailboxes 
around the country. Their websites often 
contain closeout prices on older iterations 
of breathable fishing waders. This is a great 
time to get comfortable, breathable waders 
at attractive prices. 

2. Hit the clearance sales to upgrade 
hunting clothing: After the waterfowl 
seasons close in late January, department 
stores and the 

big retail/ 
catalog 
outfitters 
often place 
cold weather 
hunting gear 
on clearance, 
where savings 
can be 40 
percent or 
more off the 
price the 
previous fall. 

This is an 
especially 
good time 
to save on 
waterfowl 
hunting clothing or coveralls and jacket/ 
bib combinations for deer hunting, both 
of which aren’t cheap. They often clearance 
leftover lighter weight camouflage shirts 
and pants as well, perfect gear for the 
coming spring turkey season. 

3. Inquire with friends and relatives 
about buying their old outdoor gear: As you 
progress in the outdoor arts, it is normal to 
upgrade to newer gear every few years as 
financial circumstances allow. This leaves 
outdoors enthusiasts with a conundrum: 
their older gear is too nice to throw away 
or donate, but they don’t use it anymore. 
They may gladly sell this gear reasonably to 


a friend or relative and be thankful it will 
be used and appreciated by someone they 
know. In the case of outdoor clothing, it 
may be given to you. 

4. Clean and lube a spinning reel to make 
it new again: If a spinning reel feels like it is 
slowly filling with sawdust or develops an 
annoying catch on the retrieve, it is likely 
not completely shot and needs replacing, 
but just dirty and starved for 
lubrication. 
Old grease 
and oil 
attracts dirt 
and grit 
over time. 
This gunk 
builds up 
and impacts 
the reel’s 
performance. 

Remove the 
reel spool and 
wipe down 
the spool 
shaft and 
apply a light 
coat of reel oil. 
Oil the roller 
bearing on the bail that lays line on the 
spool. Remove the handle and the screws 
that hold the side plate (some reels have 
a decorative plate that covers one of the 
side plate screws). Gently pry open the 
side plate. You’ll see the main gear in the 
middle with a roller bearing on top of it. 
Remove the roller bearing and drop it in 
rubbing alcohol to dissolve old oil, grease 
and accumulated crud. Clean the main 
gear, the drive gear in front of the reel and 
the worm gear along the bottom with an 
old tooth brush and hot soapy water. After 
drying, apply a light coat of reel grease to 


the gears and apply a few drops of reel oil to 
the roller bearing. Reassemble the reel and 
it should sing like new. 

5. Buy a used pump shotgun for spring 
turkey hunting: A turkey hunting shotgun 
is a utility gun, not a pretty over-and-under 
for wing or trap shooting. Gun stores often 
have used pump shotguns for $150 or less. 
A friend or relative who’s hunted for years 
often has an old pump they would let go 
of at little cost. Online auction sites have 
used pumps for bargain prices as well. As 
long as it functions, the appearance matters 
little since the first step is covering the gun 
with camouflage tape, making sure not to 
interfere with its action in the process. At 
this price, you can afford to add a red or 
green rear bead sight. Now, you have an 
affordable and perfectly functional turkey 
hunting shotgun. A 12-gauge that can 
chamber 3-inch magnum shells is best. 

Use these tips to save much needed cash 
in getting the outdoor gear you need. The 
warm winds of spring are just around the 
corner.

Kentucky Fish and Wildlife Commission proposes 2015-2016 deer 
season dates and modifications to elk hunting 


FRANKFORT, Ky. - The Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife Commission proposed 
the dates of the 2015-2016 deer seasons 
and numerous changes to deer and elk 
regulations in the state at its quarterly 
meeting Dec. 12. 

Commission members proposed 
allowing resident hunters 65 or older to 
use crossbows during the entire archery 
deer season as well as deer zone changes 
for Hopkins, Larue, Green, Nelson, 
Bullitt, Grayson, Ohio, Breckinridge and 
Allen counties. They also recommended 
modifying deer hunting regulations on 10 
wildlife management areas (WMAs) and 
on Otter Creek Outdoor Recreation Area. 

The commission also recommended 
several changes to elk hunting management 
as well as instituting a new landowner 
voucher permit system. 

The commission recommends all 
hunting, fishing and boating regulations 
for approval by the General Assembly and 
approves all expenditures by the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wildlife Resources. 
All recommendations must be approved by 
legislators before they become law. 

2015-2016 deer season dates (no changes 
from last season, dates reflect calendar 
shift): 

All zones: 

Archery: Sept. 5, 2015 - Jan. 18, 2016, 
either sex (antlered or antlerless deer) 

Crossbow: Oct. 1 - Oct. 18; Nov. 14 - 
Dec. 31, 2015, either sex 

Early Youth Weekend: Oct. 10 - 11, 2015, 
either sex 

Early Muzzleloader: 

Zones 1, 2 and 3: Oct. 17 - 18, 2015, 


either sex 

Zone 4: antlered only 

Modern Firearms: 

Zones 1 and 2: Nov. 14 - Nov. 29, 

2014, either sex 

Zone 3: Nov. 14 - Nov. 23, 2015, 
either sex 

Zone 4: Nov. 14 - Nov. 23, 2015, 
antlered only 

Late Muzzleloader: statewide: Dec. 12 - 
Dec. 20, 2015 

Zones 1, 2 and 3: Dec. 12 - Dec. 20, 

2015, either sex 

Zone 4: Dec. 12-17 antlered only, 
Dec 18 - 20, 2015, either sex 

Late Youth Weekend: Dec. 26 - 27, 2015, 
either sex 

Bag limits remain the same as last season. 

In other deer-related business, the 
commission recommended several zone 
changes. Hopkins, Larue, Green, Nelson 
and Bullitt counties will change from Zone 2 
to Zone 1. Grayson, Ohio and Breckinridge 
counties will move from Zone 3 to Zone 2 
while Allen County will go from Zone 2 to 
Zone 3. 

Resident hunters 65 or older may use 
crossbows during the entire deer archery 
season, starting with the 2015-2016 archery 
deer season. 

Commission members also proposed 
several changes to deer hunting on some 
public lands. These changes will be effective 
for the 2015-2016 deer seasons: 

Open Clay WMA in Nicholas, Bath 
and Fleming counties under statewide 
regulations for the December muzzleloader 
season. 

Only allow archery and crossbow hunting 


for deer on the two new tracts of Dewey 
Lake WMA in Floyd County. 

Allow either sex deer to be harvested 
during the first 10 days of modern gun 
deer season on Yatesville Lake WMA in 
Lawrence County. 

Allow hunters on Veterans Memorial 
WMA in Scott County to earn one 
preference point for each female deer (up to 
four) during the December firearms quota 
hunt and create a firearms antlerless quota 
hunt the first weekend in December. 

Create a firearms quota hunt during the 
first weekend in November of Kentucky 
River WMA in Henry and Owen counties. 

Remove the quota hunt and open Marion 
County WMA under statewide regulations 
for deer hunting. 

Remove the first quota firearms hunt in 
November on the Otter Creek Outdoor 
Recreation Area in Meade County. 

Open crossbow hunting on Higginson- 
Henry WMA in Union County. 

Open the Duck Island Tract of Lake 
Barkley WMA in Trigg County for the 
October muzzleloader season. 

Allow hunters at Ballard WMA in Ballard 
County to earn one preference point for 
each female deer checked in (up to four) 
during the November firearms quota hunt. 

Open Redbird WMA in Clay and 
Leslie counties for the first weekend of 
modern firearms season under statewide 
regulations. 

In elk-related business, the commission 
proposed a reduction in the total number 
of quota hunt elk permits by 100 to 910 
total permits for the 2015-2016 elk seasons. 
This reduction is only for cow elk permits. 


The commission also expanded elk 
crossbow hunting. Elk hunters may use 
crossbows during the elk archery seasons 
from the fourth Saturday in September 
through the fourth Friday in December 
annually. Commission members also 
moved the second cow firearms season to 
open the first Saturday in January (Jan. 2, 
2016). 

The commission proposed implementing 
a landowner voucher system to increase 
access to land for those participating in the 
elk quota hunts and modified the tagging 
requirements for elk. 

They also recommended some changes 
for public land elk hunting. 

These changes will be effective for the 
2015-2016 elk seasons: 

Open the Middlesboro Tract of Corrigan 
WMA to elk hunting and create a limited 
entry area around this tract called the 
Middlesboro Limited Entry Area. 

Create a limited entry area around 
the Czar Hunting Access Area and 
surrounding properties and call this tract 
the Prestonsburg Limited Entry Area. 

Remove the Caney Limited Entry Area 
and open it to hunters with at-large elk tags. 

Combine the North and South at-large 
elk hunting areas into a single at-large area. 

The next Kentucky Fish and Wildlife 
Commission meeting is scheduled for 8:30 
a.m. (Eastern time) Friday, March 6, 2015. 
Meetings are held in the Arnold Mitchell 
Building, located at 1 Sportsman’s Lane in 
Frankfort.

1 package (10 oz.) butter cookies, 
crushed (3 cups of crumbs) 

1/2 cup butter or margarine, melted 

1 cup cold milk. 

2 packages (3.4 oz.) instant vanilla 
pudding mix 

1 quart vanilla ice cream, softened 

1 carton frozen whipped topping, 
thawed 

2 Heath candy bars (1.4 oz. each), 
crushed 

In a small bowl, combine cookie crumbs 
and melted butter. Mix together and then 
press into a 9 x 13 inch x 2 inch dish and 
refrigerate. In a a bowl, whisk milk and 
pudding mixes for 2 minutes. Fold in 


softened ice cream. Spread over crust. 

Top with whipped topping. Cover and 
refrigerate for at least 2 hours.

Chicken Noodle Soup 

1 stewing chicken (about 4 lbs.), cut up 

3 quarts water 

2 cans (14 1/2 oz. each) chicken broth 

5 celery ribs, coarsely chopped and 

divided 

4 medium carrots, coarsely chopped and 
divided 

2 medium onions, quartered and 
divided 

2/3 cup coarsely chopped green pepper, 
divided 

11/4 teaspoon pepper, divided 

1 bay leaf 

2 teaspoons salt 

8 ounces uncooked medium egg noodles 
In a large kettle, combine the chicken, 
water, broth, half of the celery, carrots, 
onions and green peppers, 1/2 teaspoon 
black pepper, and the bay leaf. Bring to a 
boil. Reduce heat; cover and simmer for 2 
1/2 hours or until chicken is tender. Chop 
the remaining onion and set aside. 

Remove chicken from broth. When 
cool enough to handle, remove meat from 
the bones and cut into bite-size pieces. 
Discard bones and skin; set chicken aside. 

Strain broth and skim fat; return 
broth to kettle. Add salt, chopped onion 
and remaining celery, carrots and green 
peppers and black pepper. Bring to a boil. 
Reduce heat; cover and simmer for 10- 
12 minutes or until vegetables are crisp 
tender. Add noodles and cut-up cooked 
chicken. Cover and simmer for 12-15 
minutes or until noodles are tender. Makes 
15 servings.

Cooperative Dove Field 
Program enrollment now 
underway 


FRANKFORT, Ky. - Kentucky farmers 
can earn much-needed extra cash by 
enrolling in the Cooperative Dove 
Field Program. Enrollment is currently 
underway and continues until March 1. 

The Cooperative Dove Field Program 
pays landowners to lease fields on their 
property for public dove hunting. 

“Landowners may earn up to $10,000 
in the Cooperative Dove Field Program,” 
said John Brunjes, migratory bird biologist 
for the Kentucky Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources. “They earn $300 per 
acre planted 55 

Brunjes said the department will accept 
fields ranging from 6 to 30 acres with 
additional payments for buffers around 
fields. “Fields generally run from 20 to 
30 acres in size,” he explained. “But, we 
encourage anyone interested to apply.” 

Farmers may plant an idle field to 
sunflowers, millet or another acceptable 
crop for a public dove field by working 
with a Kentucky Fish and Wildlife private 
lands biologist and following some simple 
guidelines. 


Payment amounts depend on the number 
of acres enrolled, crop type and fulfillment 
of the plot management agreement with 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife. 

To get the process started, landowners 
must contact their Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife private lands biologist or Natural 
Resources Conservation Service liaison. 
For a listing of biologists, visit on the 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife’s homepage at 
fw.ky.gov and search under the keywords, 
“private lands biologist.” Property owners 
may also call the department at 1-800-858- 
1549 for more information. 

The Kentucky Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources manages, regulates, 
enforces and promotes responsible use of 
all fish and wildlife species, their habitats, 
public wildlife areas and waterways for the 
benefit of those resources and for public 
enjoyment. Kentucky Fish and Wildlife 
is an agency of the Tourism, Arts and 
Heritage Cabinet.

An Encouraging Word: An event that redirects

prelude 

to spring began on February 18. 
Ignored by some and faithfully 
observed by others, that forty-day 
period not counting Sundays 
that precedes Easter has been 
around for centuries. It is a 
time to focus attention upon 
self-denial as a way to prepare 
for Easter and, hopefully, to 
make life better. 

The Season of Lent, special to 
many, derives its name from 
an Old English word lencten 
that means spring. Literally, 
that old word suggests, “the 
lengthening (of the hours of 
daylight).” 

In the Christian tradition, 
the observance of Lent goes 
back many centuries. The 
first known record of the 
observance of Lent is from 
the fifth canon of the council 
of Nicaea in 325 A.D. At that 
time, the season was observed as a 
period of strict fasting during which 
no food of any kind was eaten for 
forty hours before Easter. Later, the 
Season of Lent evolved into a “period 
of forty week days lasting from Ash 


Wednesday to Holy Saturday” that 
was “observed as a time of penance 
and fasting.” 

In recent years, the observance of 
Lent has evolved even further. Each 
year more and more people are 


observing the Season of Lent, and the 
emphasis has changed significantly. 
Instead of Lent being a time for 
individuals to give up, for a specific 
number of days with the expectation 
of taking it up again when the season 


is over, something desired that 
satisfies the physical appetite, it has 
become for many a time for serious 
introspection and self-examination. 
During a period of soul-searching, 
individuals look inwardly at the heart 
of life and examine it while 
searching for permanent 
changes in habit, attitude, 
and life-style that can be 
made that will lead to a 
better and fuller life. 

The Season of Lent 
can be meaningless, or it 
can be meaningful. What 
it means depends upon 
the individual and the 
individuals observance of 
it. Properly observed, the 
season can be an event that 
redirects life.

d. any matters which would be disclosed by an accurate survey or inspection of the property. 

2. The sale shall be made to the highest and best bidder or bidders. The successful bidder shall pay cash or make a deposit of ten 
percent (10%) of the purchase price, with the balance on credit for thirty (30) days. Any purchaser, other than the Plaintiff, who does 
not pay cash in full, shall be required to execute a bond, with surety thereon acceptable to the Master Commissioner to secure the 
unpaid balance of the purchase price, and sale bond shall bear interest at the rate of 12% per annum from the date of sale until paid, 
and shall have the same force and effects as a judgment and shall remain and be a lien on the property until paid. The purchasers shall 
have the privilege of paying all of the balance of the purchase price prior to the expiration of the thirty (30) day period. 

3. The successful bidder at sale, at bidder s own expense, may carry fire and extended insurance coverage on the improvements from 
the date of sale until the purchase price is fully paid, in an amount at least sufficient to cover a loss to the extent of the court appraised 
value of the improvements on the real estate or the unpaid balance of the purchase price is fully paid, in whichever amount is less, 
with the loss payable clause to the Master Commissioner. Failure of the purchaser to effect such insurance coverage shall not affect 
the validity of the sale or the purchaser s liability thereunder, but shall entitle, but not require, any party adjudicated an interest in the 
real estate, after giving notice to the Master Commissioner, to effect said insurance and furnish evidence of the policy to the Master 
Commissioner. The premium of the insurance policy shall then be charged to the purchaser as purchaser s cost. 

4. In the event the Plaintiff becomes the purchaser of the real estate at the Master Commissioner s sale, and if the Plaintiff s bid is less 
than its lien adjudged herein, Plaintiff may comply with the terms of sale by taking credit upon this Judgment without making the 
cash deposit or executing the sale bond as provided for in this Judgment.
